reach them, or to protect the lives and 
proj^erty of the citizens. 


In bands of fifty or more, the Yaquis 
daily make unexpected descents upon 
the hapless i^eople of the Plain. Fierce 
battles with the troops follow, but be- 
fore ihe latter can accomplish anything 
the savages escape lo their mountain 
hiding places with renewed supplies of 
foud and ammunition, generally carry- 
ing wjth them, too, a number of help- 
less women whose fate is never known. 
It is impossible to reach the Yaquis as 
ti)ey are so iorlified as to form an en- 
tirely distinct country. 
No one knows 
of the life they lead,nor is the name of 
their new king known. 
This condition 
of things is said to be daily 
growing 
more alarming.

The crop of 
late tubers will prove an excellent one, 
and altogether there will be about n,- 
000,000 bushels gathered. No report 
of rot has yet been received. 


The peach crop will be -oaite large, 


especially in the South Mountain Dis- 
trict in Juniata-county. The apple crop 
will be a fair average one, and prices 
will be good. Pears will prove an un- 
usually 4arge crop,and are already com- 
ing iato market in fair cendttton. The 
crop of -snaali fruits will be a phenome- 
nal one, blackberries being unusually 
plentiful. Grapes will yield an average 
scrop.

ment," as to each county; but it fails 
to give the amount by townships or 
boroughs, and the specific amount 
spent on each object. The total in 
Adams county was in 1890, £134,- 
126-03, and in the State #29,372,- 
378.35—of which $12,536,424.23 
were in Philadelphia. 


Another column gives the amount 


of taxes raised for- the support of the 
poor—nyioo -in Adams county, Ji,- 
604,397.67 in the State. 


A third column gives the "amount 


of taxes collected for the construction 
and repairs, of roads and bridges." 
This reached in 1890 in Adams coun-

But there 
is nothing to show how much of the 
road tax was "worked out" and how 
much collected, and how much of the 
latter was spent in salaries and how 
much in labor. 
Such facts would help 


in the solution of the Road Question 
which is a very pressing question, but 
on which very few people know any- 
thing accurately. 


If the Secretary- of Internal Affairs 


should be able, by the meeting of the 
next Legislature, to improve this Road 
Tax Table so as to make it compre- 
hensible and to show the exact opera- 
tion of our Road Tax laws he would 
do the State a real service.—Star.

One column gives the "amount of 
taxes collected or worked out for the 
maintenance of state, county, city, 
ward, borough and township govern- 
ment," as to each county; but it fails 
to give the amount by townships or 
boroughs, and 
the specific amount 
spent on each object. 
The total in 
Adams county was in 1890, $134,- 
126.03, and in the State $29,372,- 
3 7 8 . 3 5 — w h i c h 
$12,536,424.23 
were in Philadelphia. 


Another column gives the amount 
of taxes raised for the support of the 
poor—11,100 in Adams county, $1,- 
604,397,6$' in the State. 


A third column gives the '«amount 
of taxes collected for the construction 
and repairs of roads and bridges.*' 
This reached in 1890 in Adams coun- 
ty $46,648.86, and $4,992,434.67 in 
the State. 
In Adams, $11,996.15 of 
this amount were spent on bridges, 
and $34,652,71 on roads. 
But there 
is nothing to show how much of the 
road tax was «'worked out" and how 
much collected, and how much of the 
latter was spent in salaries and how 
much in labor. 
Such facts would help 
in the solution of the Road Question 
which is a very pressing question, but 
on which very few people know any- 
thing accurately. 


If the Secretary-of Internal Affairs 
should be able, by the meeting of the 
next Legislature, to improve this Road 
Tax Table so as to make it compre- 
hensible and to show the exact opera- 
tion of our Road Tax laws he would 
do. the State a real .service.—Star.

One of the phenomenal business de- 
Yelopments. in this country in the last 
few years, says the National 
Stockman^ 
has been, in growth of the dressed beef 
industry. 
There ha-j not been a year in 
its history in which there has not been a 
substantial increase. Last year a total of 
3,730,000 cattle were slaughtered in the 
West, against 3,050,000 in the preceding 
year, an increase of twenty-two per cent. 
This fairly represents the rate of growth. 
Of this total by far the greater part is 
for consumption in this country, probably 
one-seventh of it going abroad, inasmuch 
as the aggregate weight of beef, cxclu- 
fiive of tallow, exported last j'ear was 
389,216,5Ü1 pounds. Of course American 
producers will be glad to see beef expor- 
tation increase, even while recognising 
that the growth of the dressed beef trade, 
ító far as Jt contributes to supplying the 
American market, ÍÍ3 inimical to the in- 
terests of cattle generally. The industry, 
fiuch as it is, with all its possibilities, is 
here to stay. To such a degree, though, 
]ms it interfered with beef raising and 
beef selling in the older States that it is 


desirable that legislation be provided, 
if such a thing be possible, to hold it in 
check. 
At all events, it is certain to be 
a great feature in the American 
cattle 
industry in time to come.

Its Discoverer Noted Its W a k o l n l Kf-

BrowsiiiiC

Kurope. 


"While coffee now figures as one of thir 
most considerable economic products, its 
\ise as an article of food in civilized 
countries is olf comparatively recent ori- 
gin. 
In Abyssinia and Ethiopia, where= 
the coiTee-plantis indigenous, the people^ 
have been accustomed to decoctions from 
it« berries from time immemorial. There-» 
the Arabs lirst 
tasted 
the 
fragrant, 
draught; and, highly deliiihted there- 
with, transported some of the precious 0 
beans to their own country about the be- 
ginning of 
the tifteenth ccntury. 
In 
Arabia the new exotic flourished luxu- 
riantly, and, strangely enough, entered i 
into the occasions of religious contro- 
versy. 
Legend reports that a devout- 
Moslem, who had heard ot the wakeful 
eilect produced upon browsing goats by 
its foliage, resolved to try what induence^ ^ 
a brewing from its berries might have 
upon the somnolent dervishes who non- 
chalantly fell asleep during protracted 
fiervices. The result was magical. Drowsy 
laymen followed their example. 
Coffee • 
became the national beveraire of the faith- 
ful. 
Mohammedan pilgrims to Mecca, 
carried beans to all lauds whence they 
had come. 
Egypt soon rejoiced in cof- 
iee4iouses, and in Constantinople (A. 
1554) they acquired instant popularity. 
Mosques were overshadowed by thei«.- 
tiuickeued wits of drinkers suggested 
intoxication to the religious, and poli- 
tical insubordination to the civil author- 
ities. 
The former denounced the dan- 
gerous resorts, and the latter shut them 
up. 
But the beverage triumphed. 
Pro- 
hibition did not prohibit. 


In Cairo (1523} the Governor gravely 
listened to all the erudite arguments 
against coilce, served it out to the ran- 
corous opponents, and 
left his 
seat- 
without saying a word. 
He was wise. 
The masterful drink estopped discussion 
lorever. 
In 1G52 colYee entered 
Eng- 
land 
from Smyrna, 
whence 
it 
was 
brought by Edwards, au English mer- 
chant doing business with Turkey. 
He 
was wont to regale his friends with the 
delicious liquid, prepared by the skillful 
hands of Pasqua Kossie, his Greek ser-, 
vant. 
But visitors increased too num- 
erously. 
Hospitality 
becamc burden- 
some. 
Pcace and pocket cried out for 
relief. 
Edwards established his man ia 
a coifee-house at Newman s Court, Corn-- 
hill, London. 
Twenty-three years after 
this event 
coffee-houses were the favor- 
ite haunts oi wits and policicians ''for- 
discussing, theorizing, and general wag- 
ging of tongue.'' 
Coilee and criticism, 
were cronies. 
Therefore the phosphor- 
escent Charles II. 
and his 
courtiers, 
wincing under the '^slanderous attacks- 
upon persons in high stations," would 
fain have suppressed 
coilee-houses as- 
''hot-beds of seditious talic" and public 
nuisances. 
They failed to do so. 
The;" 
revolution of 10^8 followed. 
The vic- 
torious institution survived the Stuart- 
dynasty, and attained the zenitli of ac- 
tivity and splendor iu 
the iivst half of 
the next centuiy. 


Thevenot, the French traveler, on hi.r- 
return from the Orient in 165S, treated 
liis guests to after-diuuer coit'ee. 
To 
Parisians this was merely au eccentricity, 
that would not have become fashionablc- 
but for a similar example set 
Aga, the gallant Turkish ambassador, in 
kTgO. 
He enlisted the enthusiasm of 
court ladies in favor of the black and 
bitter hquor. 
Philosophers and litera- 
teurs gladly gave in their 
adhesion. 
Boileau, La Fontaine, Moliere, Voltaire 
and the Encyclopedists, to^^ethcr with 
the chessplayers, found inspiration iu tlie 
coffee-houses, which thenceforward as- 
sumed conspicuous positions in the social 
life of Gallic cities. 
'»Kacine and coffee 
will pus.s," is a prediction of Madame de 
Sevigue as yet moil unlikelj of iuliill- 
nient. 


Germans be^an drinking coffee during 
the Seven Years' War (1750-03), stolidly 
scoffed at opposition to the practice, and 
hated Napoleon all the more for restrict- 
ing it by his '»Continental Blockade." 
Universal jjeace was accompanied 
by 
universal indirlgence in the exhilarating- 
cup. 
Americ.\us took kindly to its con- 
tents, and by constantly enlarging de- 
mund 
imparted 
powerful impetus 
to- 
coffee cotunierce and culture. 
Kise iu 
prices during the great civil war 
minii/hed 
the consumption about 
two- 
Jiundred thousand tons." 
But for that- 
it ifi asserted that ''tha world would not 
have had coffee enough." 
Demand rose 
with every Union victory, and fell "with 
every Union defeat. 
Consumption in- 
crcui-ed '¿O.M per cent, iii

per cent, in 1805, 215.5 per cent, in 18(>0.

They should be carefully selected, only

cooked slowly in the syrup for half an 
hour or more, 


Damson Preserves—Cut a siifc in each 
dtamson; spread on dishes, and set in the 
sun until the seeds come out readily; 
make syrup, put in fruit and boil. 


Currant Preserves—Pick 
ripe, 
firm 
currants from the stems, weigh, allow a 
pound of sugar to a pound of Iruit; make 
a syrup of half a pint of water to a pound 
of sugar; add the currants, cook slowly 
until clear. 


Gooseberry 
Preserves —Select 
ripe, 
perfect gooseberries, 
weigh, 
allow 
a 
pound of sugar to a pound of fruit; make 
syrup, drop the berries in, cook slowly 
until clear and thick; when done take 
up, put in jars. 


Raspberry Preserves—Take ripe, firm 
raspberries, allow a pound of sugar to 
every pound of fruit. 
Put in a preserve , 
kettle together, cook slowly until ten- 
der; take up the fruit; boil the syrup 
thick, reUrrn the fruit to the kettle, let 
heat, and take up. 


Grape Pjeserves—Pick grapes from 
the stems, skin and put in a kettle, stir 
until the seeds are loose; then strain, 
weigh with skins, and to every pound 
allow a 
pound of sugar. 
Pour 
the 
grapes in the kettle; let come to a boil; 
add the sugar and cook blowly until 
done. 


Strawberry Jam—Pick "ripe strawber- 
ries, that are too ripo to preserve; put in 
a kettle with a very little water, to keep 
from sticking. 
Boil slowly and stir; 
when half 
done add half a pound 
of 
sugar for every 
pound of fruit; cook 
slowly until thick. 
When cool put iu 
glass jars. 


Plum Preserves—Take perfect iiuit, 
allow 
equal 
quantities of sugar and 
plums; put in a sugar kettle with very 
little water; boil until a rich syrup;pour 
over the plums and let stand over night. 
In the morning draw off the syrup, boil, 
put in the plums, let cook half an hour, 
or until done. 


Blackberry Preserves—Pick ripe black- 
berries, weigh, allow a pound of sugar 
to a pound cf fruit; sprinkle the sugar 
over, and let stand over night; in the 
morning drain ojf the syrup; put in a 
kettle, and let boil; add the 
berries, 
cook slowly until they are done and the 
syrup is thick. 


Cherry Preserves—Stone ripe cherries, 
audsave the juice, allow a pound of sugar 
to a pound of fruit. 
Boil the juice and 
sugar together to make the gyrup; put 
the cherries in, and cook slowly until 
done; take the cherries up with a skim- 
mer; boil the syrup thick uud low, and
